the whole amount. 

THREE DAYS GRACE are allowed on all 
time notes, after the time for payment 
expires; if not then paid, the endorser, if 
any, should be legally notified, to be holden. 

NOTES FALLING DUE SUNDAY, or on a 
legal holiday, are paid the day following. 
NOTES DATED SUNDAY are void.
